AID BROUGHT BY WIRELESS 


U. S. Revenue Cutter Speeds to 
Scene of Wreck---Vessel Struck 
in Snow Storm.

Sandy Hook, N. J., December 24.—Aid 
¢ame tonight to the steamer Turrialva 
as she lay hard and fast aground on 
the Jersey sands, south of Barnegat, 
pounded ‘by a sea still heavy, though 
falling, and with more than sixty pas- 
sengéers on board, anxiously awaiting 
rescue. 

Summoned to their aid by wireless. 
the revenue cutter Seneca, after a run 
under forced draught from New York, 
reached the side of the United Fruit 
company liner shortly after nightfall, 
prepared to give what assistance might 
be necessary. 

As the Turrialba, though beginning 
to list badly, was not taking. water, 
and the falling sea and wind combined 
to mitigate the dangers of her position, 
it was decided not to make any at- 
tempt to remove her passengers before 
morning. The dry ship and the as- 
gurance of the officers that the vessel 
was in no immediate danger of break- 
ing up, served to make their Christmas 
eve on board, if not exactly merry, at 
least bearable. 

Direct News by Wireless. 


Direct néws from the steamer by 
_,wireless via Cape May came shortly 
before 10 o'clock tonight in a mes- 
sage timed at 8:45 o'clock to the of- 
fice of the line. It read: 

“Seneca arrived. We have decided 
to hold passengers till daylight, ow: 
ing to heavy swell. Seneca and life 
savers’ boat standing by. Ship dry.— 
Lindsey.” 

For many hours after the steamer 
grounded the life savers were unable 
to find her in the blinding snow storm 
whieh was raging. During the after- 
noon, however, a life saving crew made 
its way out to her and stood by ready 
to give assistance. The word that 
came from the steamer then was reas- 
suring. .Though in 4 precarious pos!- 
tion gand pounding considerably, her 
’ hull was intact. © Bar. s : 

Before the Seneea.reached her, how- 
ever, the continued surging of the 
seas had rendered the lot of those on 
board decidedly more uncomfortable. 
An urgent message asking assistance 
as speedily as possible was sent at 5 
o'clock and two hours later the fol- 
lowing was received: 

“Ship has taken heavy 
asked for more assistance. 
Stern, frame, rudder post and 
gone and propeller damaged.” 

Weather Conditions Improved. 

Weather conditions were improving 
tonight. This, with the presence of 
the Seneca, and the fact that the 
steamer was taking no water, reassur- 
ed anxious friends of those on board. 
Wrecking tugs from New York and 
Norfolk were dispatched during the 
day and this évening the arrival of tie 
relief boat from this city was reported. 
The wrecking vessels stand ready, 
should it prove necessary, to lighter 
the Turialba’s cargo, which consists 
largely of coffee, bananas and hides. 
Advices at a late hour were that the 
eteamer had worked four miles south 
from Little Beach, and then was 
shallow water off South Brigantine. 
She is broadside on, at an angle of 
about 15 degrees. The crew, exhaust. 
ed by hard work, was relieved tonight 
by life-savers from the nearby sta- 
tions.

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MURDER CHARGE 
WLS A. LLYN 


Damasing Evidence Brought 
Qut at Commitment Trial 


Hightower Invited to House Where 
He Was Killed---Lynn Ran After 
Shooting, Says Witness. 


Dublin, Ga., December 24.—(Special.) 
A. L. Lynn was committed to jail here 
this afternoon for the murder of F. M. 
Hightower, aged about 70, at Lynn’s 
home near this city just one week aguv 
today. Lynn’s wife claimed to have 
done the shooting because Hightower 
had ipsulted her. Lynn was given a 
commitment trial leave today before 
Judge J. B. Green, who ordered him to 
jail to await the action of the grand 
jury. . 

The prosecution introduced in evi- 
dence a letter written by Lynn ani 
signed by his wife inviting Mr. High- 
tower to come to their home on the 
day of the killing. They also intro- 
duced a witness, a negro, who. was 
Plowing just in the rear of the Lynn 
house, who swore that he saw Mr. 
Lynn leave the house from the rear 
immediately after the shooting. The 
defense was unable to successfully dis- 
prove this testimony. 

Dr. J. L. Weddington, the physician 
who made an examination of the body 
of Mr. Hightower, swore that five 
bullets entered the head of Mr. High- 
tower from the rear, and that there 
were powder burns on the hair and 
skin. Two of the bullet holes were 
almost in the center of the back of 
‘the head and the bullets came out 
near the left eye, ranging slightly 
downward. Another was near. the 
junction of the head and neck, also 
ranging slightly downward. Another 
entered just behind the left ear and 
came out just in front of the same 
ear, while another followed the back 
of the head and didn’t come out. There 
were also two bullet holes in the ab- 
domen, neither of which, in the opin- 
ion of the doctor, would have caused 
death. 


Sheriff on the Stand. 


Sheriff J. J. Flanders, who made a 
careful examination of the scene of 
the shooting just after it happened, 
stated that he found four bullets on 
the floor directly in front of where 
Mr. Hightower had been sitting whgn 
he was shot.

EXTRA SESSION DISCUSSED 


Speaker Wants It Called Early in 
March---Clark Says He Will \ 
Not Discuss Bryan. 


Trenton, *N. J., December 24.—Con- 
gress prcbably will be called into ex- 
traordinary session by President-elect 
Wilson shortly after his inauguration, 
Perhaps on March 15, and the particu- 
lar legislation that will come before it 
will be tariff revision. 

After a tgo hours’ conference with 
Speaker Champ Clark, the president- 
elect declared today he woudl endeavor 
to meet the wishes of democratic lead- 
ers in congress, who, he was informed, 
were anxious that the interval be- 
tween the two sessions of congress be 
as brief as possible. 

Clark Wants Early Date. 

Mr. Wilson announced before he left 
for Bermuda: that he would call the 
extra session to convene “not later 
than April 15.” As to the exact date, 
he said, he would consult the wishes of 
the democratic leaders in congress. Mr. 
Clark is understood to favor March 15 
as the day to begin work. 

“The sooner we get started the bet- 
ter,” he told the president-elect. 

Wiile the speaker said the time of 
the present session would be consumed 
with appropriation bills, leaving the 
bulk of the democratic program and 
Platform pledges to the new congress, 
he concurred with Mr. Wilson that the 
tariff should be the roremost subject 
to come before the special session. 

The speaker was delayed by the 
snowstorm in reaching the state house. 
He found the governor waiting for 
him for luncheon, however, and the 
two leaders sat alone in the private 
dining room of the capitol talking 
earnestly for two. hours.

Dn HF Harris Repties to 
Charges Against Board, 


“With Proper Isolation There Will be 
No Further Danger of Disease 
At Midville,"’ He Says. 


Dr. H. F. Harris, secretary of the 
state board of health, returned yes- 
terday from Midville, Ga., where he 
went to investigate tne epidemic of 
spinal meningitis, which has caused 
fourteen deaths and put the surround- 
ing section almost in a panic. 

Dr. Harris says that the situation 
is now very satisfactorily under con- 
trol, and with proper isolation of the 
affected cases remaintng, mostly ne- 
groes, there will be no further dan- 
ger from the disease. He also an- 
sWers vigorously the charges against 
the state board in the beginning of 
the trouble, and says that the law 
does not empower or finance the board 
to give full benefits to the state in 
case of an epidemic, and that until 
the board has authority to enforce its 
decrees the epidemics will continue. 

Statement of Dr. Harris. 

The statement, which is the most 
complete and lucid explanation of the 
Midville situation yet printed, is as 
follows: 

“On going to Midville I found ab- 
solutely no evidence of a wild panic 
among the citizens of the town, as 
the reports emanating from there had 
represented. I was informed by a 
number of reliable people that the 
two physicians who had heretofore 
practiced medicine in Midville had 
gone away on Saturday—Dr. Bent and 
Dr. Lowe having left some time that 
evening. 

“I was told that immediately fol- 
lowing this there was a certain 
amount of panic among the more ner- 
vous of the citizens of the town who 
felt that they had been left without 
medical assistance of any Kind in the 
event that they and their families

“The city is to gain much more thar 
it is paying Dr. Herring for the value 
of his services,’ Captain Clayton told 
the commission. “He has made a study 
of disposal plants in the United States 
and urope, and it has been through 
his. work that Atlanta is getting the 
finest system in the world.” 

Dr. Herring was the representative 
of the city when negotlationg were be- 
ing carried on for the sewage system, 
also when Atlanta was perplexed over 
the question of the best system of 
garbage disposal.

TURNER ASSAILS OFFICIALS 
FOR APPROVING CONTRACT 


“Candler, Chambers, Hall and’ Mason 
Under Obligations to Power 
Company,” He Says. 


A stinging rebuke was administered 
to R. C. Turner, city electrician, at the 
close of the councilmanic probe of 
charges he made against members of 
council's electric committee yesterday 
afternoon. 

Council adopteqg a sweeping resolu- 
tion, expressing its faith in the ac- 
cuséd committee, denounced the charges 
Turner made in connection with the 
$600,000 lighting contract with the 
Georgia Railway and Power company, 
and decided to let the matter end 
abruptly. 

Turner did not apologize. He was 
under a grilling fire all through the 
investigation, and when City Attorney 
J. lL. Mayson, prompteq by council 
members, criticised his several visits 
out of the city, Turner snapped back 
viciously and attacked fthe official in- 
tegrity of Messrs. Aldine Chambers, 
Judge John 8S. Candler, Orville H. Hall 
and Claude Mason by stating that they 
were all under obligations to the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company. 
“THEY WILL FIND OUT SOME DAY 

I'M RIGHT,” SAID ELECTRICIAN 

“I didn’t have time to get up data 

that council should have to guide it 
in the investigation,” Turner said. 
‘Some phrasing of the letter was 
wrongly interpreted. They'll find ‘out 
some day that I'm right.” 
. The city electrician denied that he 
made a statement upon leaving the 
counct] chamber that the committee 
had been “whitewashed.”

Kansas City, December 24.—A dozen 
large business concerns, including the 
Carnegie Steel company and several 
great packing firms, have been d>- 
frauded through a collection scheme 
of upwards of $300,000 in the last few 
months, according to R. B. Mundel, a 
Postoffice inspector of Chicago, who 
arrested W. W. Follars and Joseph 
Finkleman here today on the charges 
of using the mails to defraud. 

According to Inspector Mundelle, A. 
Hi. Priemar arested jn Chicago, and 
held to the federal grand jury under 
$20,000 bond, and F. H. Wendler, ar- 
Tested in St. Louis, are the leaders 
fn the group, which ts said to em- 
Ploy more than fifty field agents in 
various cities east of the Mississippi 
river. 

The specific charge against Fellers 
and Finkleman was that they had 
used the mails to defraud the Riemier 
Lupmber company, of Cincinnati, last 
June. Other cities in which the men 
are said to have operated are Phil- 
afelphia, Chicago, Cleveland, St. Louis 
and New Orleans. 

Fellers and Finkleman were re- 
leased on $5,000 bonds, to appear for 
hearing before a United States com- 
missioner in January. 

Postoffices inspectors said the men 
obtained large accounts from big 
firms for collection. They obtained 
afvances for collection expenses, ac- 
cording to the officia'!s, and, it is al- 
leged, then failed to make collections.

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“PRAYER MAT” OF GORDON 
HAS BEEN RECOVERED 


Khartoum, Egyptian Sudan, Decem- 
ber 24.—One of the most interesting 
relics of “Chinese” Gordon, the hero 
of Khartoum, the “prayer mat,” which 
he used while governor of the Sudan, 
from 1875 to 1879, has just been re- 
ceived and brought back to this city. 
It was given to Bishop Gwynn by 
one of General Charles Gordon’s fam- 
ily, and has now been placed ig the 
Gordon memorial chapel in the cathe- 
dral here as a “Kneeler”’ in the sanc- 
tuary. 

It is a piece of woolen needle work: 
about a yard.long and eighteen inches 
wide, and is exactly similar to the 
prayer mats carried by devout Mos- 
lems. Gordon adopted the idea while 
on his expeditions in the Sudan, where 
the floors of the houses are almost 


without exception formed of baked 
mud or rough stone. Bishop Gwynn 
considered it highly appropriate to 
place General Gordon’s prayer mat in 
the chapel In time for the anniversary 
of his death, which occurred in the 
massacre of the inhabitants of Khar- 
toum by the Arabs on January 26, 
1885.

Life in a box car, as cook for 8 
Zang of Mexican peons, 1s described 
by Mrs. Mamie Anglin in her suit for 
divorcee against he- husband, John T. 
Anglin, filed Tuesday in the superior 
court. The suit comes as a seqrel 
to the $50,000 damage suit which An- 
glin filed last week against W. R.- 
Jester, ‘a well-known contractor, 
charging alienation of his wife's af- 
fections, following a sensational chase 
in which Anglin followed his wife and 
Jester across the continent and finally 
vvertook them in Macon.

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BILL IS NOW UP TO SENATE

Washington, December 24.—(Spe- 
clal.)-—Physical valuation ‘of the pro;’- 
erties of all railroads, express, tele- 
phone and telegraph companies of the 
United States will be had, if the sen- 
ate accepts the Adamson bill whica 
the house has just enacted. 

This bill was offered by Representa- 
tive W. €. Adamson, of Georgia, and 
favorably reported by him from the 
interstate commerce committee, of 
which he {fs chairman. It has the 
warm approval of the interstate com- 
merce commission, and is expected to 
aid them greatly in their work. 

When the protlem of computing the 
value of the rolling stock, terminals, 
franchises and other property of even 
one big continental rajlroad is con- 
sidered, the stupendous task before the 
commission itn making a nation-wide 
inquiry will be appreciated. 

The work is expected to requtre 
three years’ time and to cost $3,000,000 
But once completed it will furnish 
a much needed basis for state and 
national railroad commissions to work 
out fair and just rates.

A commission of inquiry was ap- 
pointed and reported back that the 's- 
suance of stocks and bonds by a state 
corporation was not an act of Iinter- 
state commerce and not within the 
pawer of the commission, but suggest- 
ed publicity as a remedy.

White Christmas for All the States 
On the North Atlan- 
tic. 


New York, December 24.—A blizzard 
born at midnight and growing rapidiy 
each hour swept New York and the 
north Atlantic seaboari today. By 
noon the storm, had blanketed the city 
with ten inches of snow and the wind 
had risen to a 40-mile gale. With the 
snow still falling furiously at midday 
the city was becoming storm-bound. In 
the open places the snow was drifted 
to a depth of many feet. 

The local weather bureau declared 
that the storm would continue without 
abatement for several hours at least, 
and that the wind would reach still 
greater velocity. 
New York would be buried under the 
—— Christmas snow in a genera- 
tion. 

The snow in the harbor was blind- 
ing. Four ocean liners, one of them 
with Mrs. J. P. Morgan aboard, lay 
at anchor off quarantine, fearful of 
braving the thick weather to their 
docks. They were the Rotterdam, from 
Rotterdam: the George Washington, 
from Bremen; the Curiname, from 
Paramaribo, and the Catherine Cuneo, 
from Port Antonio. 

Earlier in the day a ferryboat and 
a tug collided in the upper harbor. 
injuring four men, two of them fatally. 

Across the Hudson the railroad yards 
were choked with incoming passenger 
trains, some of them hours late and 
all of them heavily laden. 

Reports of snowbound suburban 
trains, of street traffic blocked and of 
vessels stormbound were received from 
many eastern cities as the day ad- 
vanced. 

At sunup Broadway was covered six 
inches deep with a white blanket, 
which stiff winds whirled into deep 
drifts.

He paid little 
attention to them until he heard 
shouting and saw across the ficld 
that several men were running to his 
home. He then thought that the house 
was afire on the inside and started 
for the place with the children and 
did not snow that the killing had 
taken place until he was told of it 
by Mr. Hart. 

Testimony was introduced to show 
that Lynn was not in the field with 
the children some time before the 
shooting occurred, a8 a man was there 
hunting him on business. A witness 
also testified that Lyun had talked

The defense showe” that Lynn was 
seen coming from the fleld after he 
had been called by Mr. Hart and 
argued that it was impostible for a 
man to leave the house immediately 
after the shooting and not be seen, or 
to reach the field and return with the 
children in time to be seen by Mr. 
Hart just a few minutes after being 
called,

They called to their help some of 
the moneyed men of Atlanta—men 
whom they knew were always ready 
to advance the interests of Atlanta and 
the soutn with their money.

In 
ten days $3,500 was promised, and the 
great southern poultry association's 
| iret show was launched. It took $2.509 
to let the people of the United States 
‘know what the management proposed 
ito give them in the way of a great 

southern poultry show.

EIGHTY CORVICTS 
HEED BY BLEASE 


Largest Number Ever Pardoned at 
One Time in South Carolina. 
Hosiery Mill Crippled. 


Columbia, 8S. C., December 24.—As a 
Christmas gift Governor Blease has 
granted clemency to eighty persons in 
the penitentiary and _ scattered on 
chaingangs and in jails throughout the 
state, including three to whom par- 
dons were granted to restore citizen- 
ship. The offenses for which the pris- 
oners were serving terms ranged all 
the way from murder down to minor 
infractions of the law. The convicts 
to whom clemency was granted were 
liberated. today in time to go home and 
eat Christmas dinner tomorrow.

gel of the murder of a farmer, and 
sentenced to life imprisonment in the 
state penitentiary, were paroled on the 
condition that they leave the state 
within twenty-four hours and never 
return.

The number receiving clemency at: 
the hands of Governor Blease this 
Christmas is the largest number ever 
turned loose at one time in the history 
of this state and Is double the number 
turned loose at any one time by thea 
governor heretofore. 

Many of the persons receiving clem- 
ency worked in the hosiery mill at the 
penitentiary and this will be some- 
what crippled by the number of con- 
victs let loose today. The governor 
has announced that if the legislature 
does not abolish the hosiery mill, which 
he calls a “tuberculosis factory,” he 
will make a wholesale liberation of 
convicts therein and break it up in 
that way. 

Counting the number of prisoners 
liberated by the governor on Thanks- 
giving, those between that time and 
now and the number let loose for 
Christmas, the total reaches about 120, 
almost every county in the state being 
represented in the number liberated to- 
day. 

The governor refused to take any 
action on the petition for clemency of 
John Y. Garlington, serving a term 
for breach of trust in connection with 
the Seminole Securities company, and 
W. T. Jones, the wealthy Union farm- 
er sent up for life for killing his wife.
